Looking through the Digikey catalog, I find the following definition of 

NPQ: "Max capacitance change of +/- 5% over -55*xC to +85*C." (I think 
that's the official EIA definition.) That amounts to no worse than +-30ppm 
or so -- but I think that a lot of NPO/COG formulations will wander all over 
the map inside that range, both up and down, with a few points where it may 
exceed the official limit. And, of course, if you're buying surplus, you 
may be buying batches that failed QC checks...

were some COG caps in small, square yellow epoxy encapsulation. How do I 
know they're the best (that I have anyway)? By putting a soldering iron 
under them and listening which way the thing drifts (compensating

Yes they are still being made in Japan, at least for 80, 40 and 20 meters 
and perhaps other bands. Being JPY32000 (about $320) each they're awfully 
expensive except as a novelty. Add JPY4800 ($48) for a whip antenna and 
you've spent some real $$$! I suspect the exchange rate made their sales 
poor. They have been made at various times for 80, 40, 20, 17, 15, 10, 6 
and 2 meters, with 1/4 watt versions also made for 15, 10, 6 and 2 meters 
(the 1/4 watt versions are quite different internally but look the same). 
Anyway, the real hitch with these things (other than unavailability) is 
getting compatible range crystals - none of the US vendors can do it right 
because the specs are kind of weird and the crystals they make in Japan are 
hand picked to get the range coverage/tracking right. Not alot of fun. 


My best suggestion is to look for a used one - there are a fair number of 
them floating around and I've seen them used in the $100-200 range - just 
make sure it includes the frequency range crystals you want. Also the 6 and 
10 meter 1-watt versions were also sold under the "AEA DX HANDY" label.
